Response to Arguments 

Applicant's amendments/arguments filed 1/29/2007 have been fully considered with the results as follows, 

A) Regarding the objections on claims 1,10 in the previous office action, Applicant's amendments in claims 1 and 10 that indicate the 
status of the claims as "previously presented" overcome the objections in these claims. Therefore Examiner withdraws the objections on 
theses claims. 

B) Regarding the arguments on pages 7-12 for the rejections of claims 1-5, 7-8, 10-14 and 16-20 under 35 U.S.C. 103 (a), 
Applicant argues in page 1 1 that the references do not teach the claim 1's limitation of "translation information identifying a translation 
function". Examiner maintains that Chi teaches a translation function that is translating addresses between global address space and local 
address spaces of memories being shared in a multi processor clustering system (see Chi's Fig 7, translation function between a global 
memory address space and destination node's local address space). In order to carrying out this address translation function in each 
node, it requires translation information such as Fig 8: #1 14 node ID, #110 partition number that corresponds to the claim's translation 
information. The actions to perform the address translation function are disclosed in Chi's Fig 8 that corresponds to the claim's limitation 
"performing a translation function in response o the translation information". Chi's Fig 8,column 5 lines 27-46 further discloses the data 
structures in each node storing the translation information such as Fig 8: #112 that includes #110 partition number, #1 14 node ID, #104 
offset (corresponding to the claim's storing the translation information). These translation information are used to carrying out the address 
translation function, for example using the partition number #1 10 to indexing the ATM table and obtaining the address in the destination's 
local address space, see Fig 8: #120 and column 5 lines 28-47. 
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
